B ut the old gian t 
began to waver; and a t last, in the 
m idnight, alone, w ith none b u t God to 
witness, by the brook Jabbok, the 
g ian t fell; and the trium phant w restler 
broke the darkness 
w ith the cry, 
T hanks be unto God, w ho giveth us 
the victory, through our Lord Jesus 
C h rist” T here is a widow’s heart, th a t 
first was desolated by bereavem ent and 
since, by the anxieties and trials th a t 
came in the support of a family. 
It is 
a sad th in g to see a m an contending 
for a livelihood under disadvantages; 
b u t to see a delicate woman, w ith help­ 
less little ones a t her back, fighting the 
giants of poverty and sorrow, is more 
affecting. 
I t w as a hum ble home, and 
passers-by knew not th a t w ithin those 
four w alls were displays of courage 
more adm irable than th a t of H an­ 
nibal crossing the Alps, or the Pass of 
Therm opylae 
or 
Balaklavm, where, 
“into the jaw s of death, rode the six 
hundred.” 
These heroes had 
the 
w hole w orld to cheer them on; b u t 
there w ere none to applaud the stru g ­ 
gle in the hum ble home. 
She fought 
for bread, for clothing, for fire, for 
shelter, w ith aching head and w eak 
side, and exhausted strength, through 
the long n ig h t by th e brook Jabbok. 
Could it be th a t none w ould give her 
help? 
H ad 
God forgotten 
to be 
gracious? No! contending soul. 
The 
m idnight air is full of wings, coming 
to the rescue. 
She hears it now, in 
the sough of the n ig h t wind, in the 
ripple of the brook Jabbok—the prom ­ 
ise made so long ago, ringing down 
the sky: 
“Thy fatherless children I 
w ill preserve them alive; and le t thy 
widows tru st in me!” 
Some one said 
to a very poor woman, “ How is it 
th a t in such distress you keep cheer­ 
ful?” 
She said, “ I do it by w hat I call 
cross prayers. 
W hen I had m y»rentto 
pay, and nothing to pay it w ith, and 
bread to buy and nothing to buy it 
w ith, I used to sit dow n and cry. 
B ut 
now I do n o t get discouraged. 
If I go 
along the street w hen I come to a 
corner of the street, I say, ‘The Lord 
help me;’ I th en go on u n til I come to 
another crossing of the street, and 
again I say, “The Lord help me!’

Learn again from this subject th a t 
people sometimes are surprised to find 
out th a t w h at they have been stru g ­ 
gling w ith in the darkness is really an 
“angel of blessing.” 
Jacob found in 
the m orning th a t this strange person­ 
age w as not an enemy, b u t a God-de­ 
spatched m essenger to promise pros­ 
perity for him and for his children. 
And so m any a man, a t the close of his 
trial, has found out th a t he has been 
try in g to throw' down his own bless­ 
ing.

Rossini had rendered “ W illiam T ell” 
the five hundredth tim e a com pany of 
m usicians came under his window in 
Paris and serenaded him.

But, amid all th e ap­ 
plause and enthusiasm Rossini turned 
to a

Can we stand unmoved 
and see our gardens of earth ly delight 
uprooted? 
Will Jesus, who w ept him­ 
self. be angry w ith us if we pour our 
tears into the graves th a t open to

down 
w hat 
we 
love 
best? 
Was 
Lazarus 
more 
dear 
to 
him 
th an 
our 
beloved 
dead to us? 
No. 
We have a rig h t to 
weep. 
Our tears m ust come. 
You

flicted ones have died because they 
could not weep.

A few days before Gounod’s death, 
lie told a Paris reporter how his fam 
ily became convinced of his m usical 
genius. 
He w as 12 years old and was 
g ettin g a general education a t a pre­ 
paratory school. His m other consented 
one evening to take him to hear Mo­ 
zart's “ Don Ju a n .” 
Gounod sat w ith 
eyes and m outh wide open and did not 
u tte r a w ord u ntil the overture was 
half over. 
Then, as the m usicians 
struck a few m ighty notes, the little 
fellow screamed, trem bled, threw him ­ 
self into his m other’s arm s and sobbed: 
“Oh, mamma, mamma! 
T hat, th a t is 
music!” He became so excited th a t 
his m other dared not keep him in the 
theater. 
She led him out before the 
beginning of the first act, convinced 
th a t she m ust cease opposing his de­ 
sire to m ake music his profession. 
“ I 
rem em ber it as if it was yesterday. ” 
said Gounod, the old man, b u t a few 
w eeks before his death. 
“ It was as if 
God had descended from heaven and 
had spoken to us little men. 
My re­ 
m em brance of th a t evening of ‘Don 
Ju a n ’ is to me still a blinding m agical 
lig h t 
M ozart has rem ained for me 
the m aster of harm ony above all other 
m asters. 
He is much more th an the 
first am ong them ; 
he is the only 
one. ”

S T A T E M O N E T I S D E M A N D E D . 
\yhile the danger of an eruption of 
the bank currency of the ante-war 
period is not very great there can be 
no doubt that a serious attempt will 
be made to establish state banks of 
Issue of some kind. 
Bills for this pur­ 
pose have been introduced in the 
house by the conservative element of 
the democracy which would provide 
some safe-guards, which may com­ 
mand the support of many republicans 
and which may be favored by the pres­ 
ident. 
There is no necessity, of 
course, for an increase in the vol­ 
ume of 
the 
circulating 
medium. 
Indeed, 
it is already far greater 
than the needs of business, as is 
shown by the immense hoards of idle 
cash in New York and other financial 
centers, but the sound-money faction 
of the democracy apparently thinks it 
necessary to make some concession to 
the other and dominant element cf 
their party. 
The wise thiDg for con­ 
gress to do is to postpone action on 
this bank currency question for a year 
or two and give its entire atlanticn 
to the really pressing issues. But such 
considerations as wisdom and neces­ 
sity do not always have much influ­ 
ence in dictating its course. 


It might be well in some respects if 
King George iii still ruled this coun­ 
try.

R ailroad Officials So N otify D es M oines 
CounciL 
D e s M o in e s , 
Io w a , 
M ay 
I .— At a 
special meeting of the city council last 
evening a notice was presented by the 
division superintendent of the Chicago 
Great Western railroad notifying the 
city that the railroad would hold it 
responsible for any damage done to its 
property by the Kelly army. 
The city 
solicitor gave an opinion that the city 
would 
be 
required 
to 
pro­ 
tect 
the 
railroad property when 
it was shown it was endangered. 
The council voted to have a copy of 
the notice served on the county to 
establish its coliability. 
The notice 
which was served by the Chicago & 
Great Western railway on the city 
council was also served on Gov. Jack­ 
son, on the United States marshal, and 
the county and city authorities. Supt. 
Egan said that the company feared 
an attempt would be made to capture 
one of its trains, and proposed to make 
certain that they would be protected. 
He stated also that the road would not 
carry the army except at regular pas­ 
senger rates and that they would not 
run any special trains. 
The council unanimously adopted a 
resolution instructing the mayor to 
inform Gen. Kelly that it was the de­ 
sire of the city government that he 
move his army on at once. 
The air has been full of rumors of a 
threatened tie-up on the Rock Island 
unless that road concluded to aid in 
getting the army out of Des Moines. 
The rumors are alternately denied and 
confirmed, and beyond the fact that 
all employes of the. railroad are in full 
sympathy with the army, 
nothing 
definite can be learned. 
It is asserted 
that if force is used to compel the 
Kelly crowd to move on every wheel 
on the Rock Island will be stopped. 
The army is still in camp at the old 
stove works and up to the present 
moment no indications of a speedy de­ 
parture can be discovered. 
Gen. Kelly 
said the people of Des Moines were 
treating his men liberally and they 
had made no arrangements as yet for 
eaving. 
Kelly has been invited to 
address the students of ' Drake uni­ 
versity to-day.

Ten recruits to the Coxey army 
w ent from this city. 
They were all old soldiers and left 
a t the end of the G. A. R. encamp­ 
ment. 
Fritz Jannsen of Milwaukee 
w as one of the party but has returned 
home. 
Mr. Jannsen was a member 
of the Tw enty-fourth Wisconsin regi­ 
ment, which was first commanded by 
Colonel Larrabee and afterw ards by 
Colonel A rthur McArthur. 
He told a 
reporter his story as follows: 
“ Whea the encampment a t Janes­ 
ville was over a party of members of 
the Grand Army—about a dozen in 
all—took the train to Chicago to join 
the Coxey contingent. 
There were in 
th e party, besides myself, Johnny 
A bert and Yankee Smith, members 
of the Robert Chivas post, and Adolph 
Goetzman, a member of the William 
Steimeyer post, and six others. 
We 
found when we reached Chicago th at 
th e arm y had left and marched to ­ 
w ards South Bend, Ind., and so we 
w ent there to join them . 
We found 
them there. 
They had slept in a coal 
shed and under the roof of heaven. 
It was a singular collection of men. 
Many of them had m fney in their 
pockets. 
There were in the division 
in which we enlisted r>00 men, I 
should estim ate, and there was an­ 
other division ahead of th a t division. 
R ecru it F rom H ere G ot A n Office. 
“ It was a very orderly gathering, 
however. 
They would not steal a 
train or steal anything from the farm ­ 
ers along the route. 
All 
the men 
were unarm ed but they m eant busi­ 
ness. 
I could not tell w hether there 
were many Grand Army men in the 
yarty, as they straggled along the 
road as our troops did in the days of 
th e war. 
John Abert was appointed 
lieutenant of the division in which I 
w as.” 
“ The farm ers turned out to help the 
arm y along, and brought their team s 
w ith them. 
As they left their homes 
th eir wives w anted to know when 
they would be back, 
and received 
evasive answers. 
Some of the farm ­ 
ers had two bags of oats in their 
wagons, and th a t m eant they were to 
be gone tw o days. 
There were fully 
three hundred team s conveying th at 
division along the Indiana roads. The 
farm ers wanted to get them to far on 
their way th a t theyj could not get 
back, and so get rid of them. 
G ood M en W ith th e A rm y 
“ The reason I came back was the 
roads were too muddy. 
As long as 
the soil w as sandy we got along all 
right, but as soon as we struck the 
clay beds of Indiana the pedestrians 
sunk in up to their knees, and it was 
too hard. 
I w ent w ith them for ten 
miles, and when we came to a station 
on the railroad I came back to Chi­ 
cago and Milwaukee. 
John A bert 
wanted me to stay w ith him, but I 
told him if he w anted to go to Wash­ 
ington we should pay our fares and 
go th a t way. 
I told him there was 
nothing in it to walk to W ashington. 
I believe he would have come back 
w ith me if he had not been appointed 
an officer. 
So I left him and the oth­ 
ers going across Indiana. 
If they get 
to Cleveland they will get plenty of 
recruits.”

HOT DEBATE IN THE SENATE 


Bitter Anlmoiltles Are Aronlod in the 


Dlicurnlon of the Tariff. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—Senator Har- 


ris, who is in charge of the tariff bill, 
lost patience yesterday at the way in 
which progress was impeded by Sen- 
ator Hale in the morning hour. As 
on several preceding days Mr. Hale 
objected to giving way for special 
measures in the morning hour. Fin- 
ally Mr. Harris abruptly moved that 
the senator proceed with the consid- 
eration of the tariff bill This at 
once caused a sharp discussion as to 
the manner in which the bill was to 
be debated and when the amendments 
were to be introduced. It lasted until 
Mr. Allen (pop., Neb.) threw "sena- 
torial courtesy" to the winds and de- 
manded the regular order. The tariff 
bin was then laid before the senate. 


Mr. Aldrich renewed his comments 


on the Carlisle interview. In reply to 
a remark by Mr. Vest that Mr. Aldrich 
had been falsely informed concerning 
tne proposed amendments to the tariff 
and if these statements were repeated 
it must be on his own responsibility. 
Mr. Aldrich accepted the challenge, 
with the statement on his lips that he 
was "informed and believed that 
amendments had been prepared to the 
bill since it had been reported to the 
senate, as he had previously stated." 
He asserted that amendments were in 
print and said it was his understand- 
ing that they were to be submitted to 
the senate shortly. 


Mr. Mills (dem., Tex.) followed' in a 


brief, sharp speech, in which he denied 
that the bill had been improperly pre- 
pared and reported. 


Mr. Palmer remarked that it was not 


necessary or expected that a bill should 
be perfected in committee; as for him- 
self he had not given 'a power of at- 
torney to any one. . 


Senator Voorhees replied to the 


speech made by Senator Sherman last 
Saturday, and quoted a long para- 
graph from the Ohio senator's speech, 
in which he said that the finance com- 
mittee had not had opportunity to 
consider the pending tariff bill in 
the usual way. He took especial 
exception 
to a 
sentence in Mr. 


Sherman's speech, reading, "this bill 
has never 
been considered by the 


finance committee." He asserted the 
tariff bill had been reported to the 
full finance committee March 8 and 
had not been reported by the commit- 
tee to the senate until March 20. 


Senator Sherman, in reply, said the 


bill was never read in detail to permit 
changes. If it had been and votes had 
been taken a more satisfactory meas- 
ure might have been presented. Mr. 
Sherman repeated that there was no 
opportunity for consideration until 
the democratic majority had agreed 
upon changes. 


After Mr. Harris Mr. Voorhees in- 


sisted that the Record showed the bill 
had been considered in every detail 
fr.om end to end and that the minority 
had ample opportunity to offer amend- 
ments. He called particular attention 
to Mr. Aldrich's motion made in com- 
mittee to strike out the income tax 
feature. "I desire to say right here," 
said he, commenting on this motion, 
"no matter what rumors may be float- 
ing in the air, that the income tax will 
stav in this bill," 


A few minutes afterward an incident 


occurred which created a profound 
sensation. Senator Turpie of Indiana, 
in a most bitter and scathing speech, 
denounced Senator Aldrich for his at- 
tack on the action of the committee.

And when he saw that lie 
prevailed not against him, he touched 
the hollow of his thigh; and the hol- 
low of Jacob's thifh wasoutof joint as 
he wrestled with him. And he said, 
'Let me go, for the day brcaketh. 
And he said, 'I will not let thee go ex- 
cept ti.ou bless me.'" 
The dust arose from a traveling 


herd of cattle, and sheep, and goats, 
and camels. They arc the present 
that Jacob sends to pet the good-will 
of his offended brother.. That night 
Jacob halts by the brook Jabbok. But 
there is no rest for the weary man. 
No shinine ladder to let the angels 
•down into his dream; but a fierce com- 
bat, .that lasts unril the morning, 
with an unknown visitor.

many temptations, came out strong 
and defiant. They clenched. There 
were the writhings and distortions of 
a fearful struggle. 
But the old giant 


began to waver; and at last, in the 
midnight, alone, with none but God to 
witness, by the brook Jabbok, the 
giant fell; and the triumphant wrestler 
broke the darkness 
with the cry, 


"Thanks be unto God, who giveth us 
the victory, through our Lord Jesus 
Christ" There is a widow's heart, that 
first was desolated by bereavement, and 
since, by the anxieties and trials .that 
came in*the support of a family.

and since I have got into the habit of 
saying- these 'cross prayers,' I have 
been able to keep up my courage." 


Learn again from this subject that 


people sometimes are surprised to find 
out that what they liavn been strug- 
gling with in the darkness is really an 
"angel of blessing." Jacob found in 
the morning that this strange person- 
age was not an enemy, but a God-de- 
spatched messenger to promise pros- 
perity for him and for his children. 
And so many a man, at the close of his 
trial, has found out that he has been 
trying to throw down his own bless-; 
ing-. If you are a Christian man, I will 
go back in your history and find that 
the grandest things that have ever 
happened to you, have been your trials. 
Nothing short of scourging, imprison- 
ment, and shipwreck', could have made 
Paul what he was. When David waa 


•t-d not ba surprised that those who 


,uvo passed through the 'fire do not 
I'eei as g-ay as once they did. 
. Do not be out of patience with those 
who come not out of their despondency. 
They may triumph over their loss, and 
yet their gait shall tell you that they 
have teen trouble-touched. Are we 
Stoics that we can. unmoved, see our 
cradle rifled of the bright eyes and the 
sweet lips? Can we stand unmoved 
and see our gardens of earthly delight 
uprooted? Will Jesus, who wept him- 
self, be angry with us if we pour our 
tears into the graves that open to

Under this gentle rain 
the flowers of corn put forth their 
bloom. God pity that dry, withered, 
parched, 
all-consuming grief 
that 


wrings its hands, and grinds its teeth, 
and bites its nails unto the quick, but 
can not weep! We may have found 
the comfort of the cross, and yet ever 
after show that in the dark night, and 
by the brook Jabbok, we were trouble 
touched. 


Again: we may take the idea of the 


text, and announce the approach of 
the day-dawn. No one was ever more 
jlad to see the morning than was 
Jacob after that night of struggle. It 
is appropriate for philanthropists and 
Christians to cry out with this angel of 
the text 
"The day breaketh." The 


world's prospects are. 
brightening. 


The church of Christ is rising up in its 
strength to go forth, "fair as the 
moon, clear as the sun, and terrible as 
an army with banners." Clap your 
hands, all ye people, the day breaketh. 
The bigotries of the earth are perish- 
ing. The time was when we were 
told that if we wanted to get to heaven, 
we must "be immersed or sprinkled; or 
we must believe in the perseverance of 
the saints, or in falling away from 
grace, or a liturgy, or no liturgy; or 
they must be Calvinists, or Armenians, 
in order to reach heaven. We have all 
come to confess now that these are 
non-essentials in religion.

And When the Sweet Straini ol Moimrt 


Sounded Ho Crlod Alond. 


A few days before Gounod's death, 


he told a Paris reporter how his fam- 
ily became convinced of his musical 
genius. He was 12 years old and was 
getting a general education at a pre- 
paratory school His mother consented 
one evening to take him to hear Mo- 
zart's "Don'juan." Gounod sat with 
eyes.and mouth wide open and did.Jiot 
utter a .word until the overture was 
half over. Then, as the musicians 
struck a few mighty notes, the little 
fellow screamed, trembled, threw him- 
self into his mother's arms and sobbed: 
"Oh, mamma, mamma! That, that is 
music!" He became so excited that 
his mother dared not keep him in the 
theater. She led him out before the 
beginning of the first act, convinced 
that she must cease opposing his de- 
sire to make music his profession. "I 
remember it as if it was yesterday," 
said Gounod, the old man, but a few 
weeks before his death. 
"It was as if 


God had descended from heaven and 
had spoken to us little men. My re- 
membrance of that evening- of 'Don- 
Juan' is to me still a blinding magical 
light. Mozart has remained for me 
the master of harmony above all other 
masters. He is much more than the 
first among1 them; he is the only 
one."

"I well recollect his handsome appear- 
ance as he rode in a carriage along 
Chestnut street and the fervor of .the 
welcome he received.
